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Remarks

L New Claims 38-41 

New Claims 38-41 have been presented herewith to more particularly point out that 
which Applicant regards as his invention. 

Independent Claims 38 and 40 are directed to a method and system, respectively, 
of treating water. In both claims are recited steps and means for exposing water to ozone 
in sufficient quantity to oxidize nutrients therein to a form amenable to bioa$similation by 
a colony of attached algae. Following the ozone treatment the water is flowed over a 
floway containing attached algae, which remove the oxidized nutrients therefrom. The 
algae experience an enhanced photosynthetic activity upon bioassimilating the oxidized 
nutrients. 

No new matter is believed to be entered with the presentation of these clafms, as 
it is known in the art that ozone oxidizes nutrients in water, and that algae will uptake such 
nutrients more readily than prior to oxidation. 

These claims are believed to define over the prior art, since no previous references 
or work known to the Applicant has combined the oxidation of nutrients using ozone with 
an aquatic plant uptake system, which has fulfilled a long-sought need for a bioremediation 
system that exhibits higher performance than previous systems. 

The dependent Claims 39 and 41 further define the nutrients that may be included 
in the water to be treated, namely, tannic and humic compounds. Again, it is welt known 
in the art that such compounds are amenable to oxidation by ozone. 
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Conclusions 

Applicant respectfully submits that the above amendments place this application in 
a condition for allowance, and passage to issue is respectfullysolicited. The Applicant and 
the undersigned would like to again thank the Examiner for his efforts in the examination 
of this application and for reconsideration of the claims as amended in light of the 
arguments presented.
